The report of the Finance Committee was raceived
and put npen the docket,

Ieveption of the Pelegate from the Reformed
Duteh Chareh,

Hev. Jamea Demorest, the delegate from the Re-
formed Church lu Amerlca, was recelved, and spoke
as follows (—

1 regard this meeting of the General Assembly of

North America with peculiar satisfaction. A short
time ago there were two Assemblies, 1 was deputed
to extead salutations to the “‘New School” Assem-
bly, and & brother delegated with me was deputed
to extend salutations to the *Old School.” Bat now
these Assembliles do not exiat, bat in the place of
them there is the united Assemaly, This constitutes
a new era in the Church. We rejolce with you in
the beautiful harmony which has been eiTected,
Evermore may von rejoice ln this great unlon. May
greater glory result from your great unlon. In
Christisn unlon there (8 something which unites
hearts together, We have the same Master Lo serve,
the same Gospel to preach, and the same batules to
fight. A bond of Unristian affection exists betwesn
youu, Our Church I8 not m.\.ian.-d to join any eccle-
siastical unlon, She thinks she can at present
work better by herself, Bhe thinks she has not yet
performed the work which ought to be done, Ier
wission {8 in successful operation at home and
abroad, After the year 1857 several synods of the
Reformed Church resolved to cut loose from the
American Board of Miselons, and inaugurated a
new movement in the work of foreign missions,
The result has already proved the wisdom of that
act. rince that time she has placed (n the foreign
tield wore than double the number of misslonaries
she ever sent out in the same space of time before,
Thus a missionary spirit has been developed and
funds raised in the support of that object far in ad-
vance of former years. We nvvtlpf missionary
rronnd in China, India, and Japan. In Ching and
ndia the work 18 in the most dourishing condition,
We have algo a Board of Edacation dolng a good
work. The Church that I have the honor to repre-
sent has two colleges, both of which are more or less
endowed,

But what ghall be the name under which all shall
rally 7 The denomination I represent thinks her
Church name a good one, perhaps the best that can
be devisea, and ad she I8 the oldest of all the
churches in the United States, It wonld not consist
with propriety to give up ner identity. Resldes
having discarded her forelgn connection as to mis-
siong, she has o name that seems to be exactly
suited to christianizing of this country. 8She has an
origin and a history too noble to be ignored. Sne
traces back first to the Reformation and then to the
Apostles. Notwithstandlog these sentiments the
American Reformed Church 18 not exclusive. She
does not wish to stand aloof from other Chrigtlan
denominations, She is willing td open her arms
wide enough to embrace all those who accept the
doctrines of the word of God.

She wishes to preserve her ecclegiagtical polity be-
cange she believes it to be the best, HBat there (= €0
close a resemblance between your Chureh and the
one I represent that we are but one housenold in
the Lord. We greet you as ambassadors of Curist.
We hope that we comprise with you part of the
Gieneral Asgsembly of the fivst-born of the Lord in
heaven, God s about dolng & wonderfal work in
the world, What means the overturning of the old
ideas and the progress of liberalism? hat means
the gathering of forces in the Eternal City and the
confusion in thelr ranks? What bat to manifest to
the Church the unity of the Church of God? The
Church 18 ready 10 engage In the destruetion of all
barriers between ditfferent branches. What means
this great Influx of strangers into our land? Here
we are obliged to battle all kinds of error, supersti-
tion, and darkness, If we are but falthful watchmen
we can do a great work eyen here, and the more go
if we work as brothers,

Reception of Antoher Delegnte.

Rev. David Cole, from Yookers, New York, the
arsociate delegate of Mr., Demorest, from the Re-
formed Church, was introdoced, and made the f(ol-
lowing address:—

We are a small denomination ; much smaller than
the Presbyterian Churcli. We have ouly 450 chiuroles
and about #00 ministers, including those WRo are
with and withont churches, We are sectional, too;
we are everything to ourselves, and everything
within our ownp spheres,. We perhaps overrate our
importance, and as queations will natarally present
themselves this way on minds looking to prospective
unlon apd consolidation of the Church of God. We
are the oldest church in the United States, o far as
1 am aware, We are the oldest Evaogelical Chareh
on the American continent, Our history is a glorlous
one. We come from the martyrdoms of Holland.
We come from the conflicis of the ceatury which
preceded our coming here, We have made great
mistakes since we came upoa this continent, and
which s owing to the fact that we are so clreum-
scribed in the United States, The first great mistake
was that which immediately susceeded the Eopglish
surrender in 1664, Emigration from Holland came
at that time, and a great fuflux began to
take glace of those connected with the Boglish
Church. The demand began to ezist immediately for
preaching in a language other than the language of
our fatherg—the Holland language. An application
was made to our body to give at least one sermon
in English in the old church at Castle Garden, New
York, every Sundsy. But our fathers thougnt it
sacrilegious to present the Gospel in the English
lnnguage, and refuged. They tnen asked for one
Sermon every other Sunday, Notsucceeding in this,
they asked for one sermon & month, and this also
they refused to comply with. The jmportation of
the church known as the Church of England began
1o take the lead. We made another mistake in the
next century, und it was (o tryiog to hold ourselves
fast to the great Church of Hollaud and Classis of
Amsterdam, There also began to be & party io this
country which clamored for the education of its
ministry, and the bullding of colleges and seminaries
on this soll. On this originated a great dificalty,
which almost tore our Church asunder at that
period.

We made another mistake in retaining {n our
pame the word “Dutch,” the impression being
that we were gither Holland Dateh or else Gorman
ia our preaching. Only about three vears ago did
we suceeed in gettiog rid of that uopleasant appen-
dage. Ourlimbs are now freein thls and o other
parvculars, You have been told what 18 the condl-
ton of our boards and lnstitutlons of learning. One
of our colleges celebrates Its centennlal next yewr,
It will then have gbout a hall milllon endownient,
The Church generally does uot know our history,
becanse we are so very local. 1 have theres
fore thrown out these thoughts, ‘The only
diferepce  between  your Church and ours
{8 in church polity. We can sabscribe to
all the other of your articles. Woe call our great
body the General Synod ; you eall yonrs the General
Agsembly, We huve always holidlen fast to the idea
of athoroughly educated ministry. We have the
same ordinances. Our ministers can exchange with
yours, and do do it, We bave heard with a grest
thrill the news of the fowing together of the two
great branches of the Presbyterian Chuareh, Yoo
will a8k me whether there i3 the smallest prospact
of our uniting with yon in an organic unlon.
On  account  of several  large béquests
o diMferent charches which we woulil
forfeit U we were Lo luse our unie, there are great
impediments 10 & naton at present. But 1 ean say
that 1 think there 8 a time nol very far distant wheo
lther you will comne over to us or we will cole over
to you. (Laughter.) 1 think that those who are
tired of the exceasive form of the Episcopal Charch
CAn come over to ue, and that those who are tired
of the great want of form in your Chuareh chn also
<come over, and both can be satisfied. Bat Iam
willing to lay the name Reformed at the foot of the
Cross, and | think that you willing to lay the word
Presby tarian equally low. 1 tender you the greet-
m'm of the General Synod of the Reformed Ghurch,
which tenders you the hand of fellowship in order
that we way work together to the groater glory of
God,

The Reply of the Moderator.

The Moderator, (o reply to the two delegates, sald
that It was with the greatest of pleasure that he re-
turned the hearty greetings of the grand old Dulen
Iteformed Chuarch. Your delegates ever have and
ever will be welcome to the Preshyterian Asseinbly.
Our ministers have kept up the most constant lnter-
course with yours, and may they ever do so. If your
«onnection with us 18 only &s it has been, or be it &
better and stronger unlon, we must remember thil
the great object of wil such union s the gresater far-
therdtice of the kingdom of God

The committee recommend the following ia the

P aat the operations of the United Charch be
carried on under the charter of the Trustees of thoe
Chureh Erection Fund of the Presbyterian Church
of the United States of Amerioa and that the looa.
tion be continued o the city of New 207k,

g That the members 0f the board be chosen
impartially from both branches of the Chureh, that
the pumber be 21, cogmating of ten ministers and
eleven elders, acting in connection with the Preshy.
terian Church, and that the entire board so formed
e expected 1o meet ot least once every year,

o, That fifteen members, seven minlsters and
elght elders, reside 1o the clty of New York or its
vicinity, aud that at an early day an amendment to
the charter be ovtalned aathorizing the fifteen local
mombers to et ag brustees of the fund or until sacl
change shall be secured; nine of the fftecun mom-
bers shall continue to hold the sald trost shall
be until after the previous year existing,

4. That the mentbers of this b 'ar-l.zl.hrr-c m'nls-
ters and three elders, ghall be chosen from the West
This recommendation 18 made In view of this fact
that certalo properties held by the Board of Church
Extension are temporarily located in Missouri, and
require a general snpervision. It also seems desira-
ble that the board shonld have representatives on
the ground to recelve appropriations from the \Weat;
also to have special oversight in the matte: of ine
surance, and mattera of first importance, In which
thus far there has heen great neglect,

B 1 hat a Secretary shall be appointed, who sha'l
reside In New York, and as to lnances shall bo
similar to those of the present secrctaries of the
Church Erection and Church Extension: also that
the board shall have anthority to appoint & Seore-

tary.

4 That the committee would urge the ancounrage-
meont of all noble efforts to build churches and
chapels In the States by speclal contribation. They
unanimously recommentd that the Assembly take the
most effective measures to secare the annoal con-
tributions from all the churches for the general
work of the board.

Heconstrnetion Hesamed,

The untinished business, the consideration of the
Reconstruction Committee’s report, was then re-
sumed,

The following item was adopted as it stands :—

*In the Book of Discipline, chapter vii, section 2,
to read as follows, viz :—‘Everw kind of declsion
which i8 formed In any church jodicatory, exoept
the highest, may be reviewed by a superior judlen-
tory, subject to the limitation or appeals from the
synod a8 provided in the form of government, and
may be carried befere it in one or the other of the
four following ways.""

The tollowing was then considered :—

‘“‘Moreover, It s recommended that the Assembly
instruct and order all its8 presbyteries at their first
appointed meeting to vote directly ‘aye’ or ‘nay’
ol thege several overtures, and send forthwith an
attested copy of their action to the Stuted Olerk of
the Assembiy, who sball Keep sccurate account of
the same, and report it 1o the Assembly.”

This item was then amendod 8o as to strike out
the word *'its" before the word “preshyteries,’” in
the second line, and to insert after the wora “‘meet-
ing,” in the third line, the words “after reconstroc-
tion by sfnous and after the 13th of July next”
Algo, to Insert the word “next” before the worl
YAssembly '’ In the last line,
a8 amended.

The rollowing item was then considered : —

“Farthermore, It 18 recommended that when this
Assembly adjourus, at the closs of its regular busi-
negs, It adjourn to m-et in this place on the whird
Tuesday of September next, at 1l o'clock A, M., for
the purpose of recelving from the prestyteries thefr
responses to these overtures for changes (n the (lon-
siitution, and declaring the result, and for the trans-
nction of no busincss whatsoever, except what
necegsarily pertains thereunto,

’lhluhulnﬁ considered now unnecessary, on mo-
tion of Dr. Musgrave the item was omitted from the
repoit,

‘he two following items, the elosing ones of the
ru"mrl, were then adopted as reported: —

‘Finally, your committee will close thelr report
with & suggestion, for the astion of the Assembly,
which they think would secure greater eMoelency
and despateh in their business,

“As much time Is consumed and the attention of
the Assembly distracted with overtures and ques-
tions of minor importance coming up from varions
quarters, impeding the transaction of business of
more general lnterest—it 18 recommendod that the
Asgembly order that, heraafter bllls and overtures
cotue up only from Bynods or presbyteries; yet that
this may not prevent any Committee of Bills and
Overtures from bringing oefore the House,of (ta own
motion, upon a two-thirds vote of the committee,
any matter which they may deem of sumiclent im-
portance to engage the attention of the General
Asgenmbly,"

The preamble to the whole report was then read
and approved,

Rey, Dr, Musgrave then moved that the report be
referred to a committee for engrossment, previons
to the final action of the Assembly on the report,
This 1s necessary on account of the many alterations
which have been made, :

This motion was carried. Rev, Drs. Beatty, Hat-
fleld, Speer, Crosby, and Mausgrave, and Eiidurs
Judge Strong and Governor Pollock were appointed
the commitiee,

Rev, Dr, Musgrave then made the following mo-
ton:—

That the General Assembly appoint a committee
of five to frame a sultable abt which this Assembly
may adopt, and which will enable the synods de-
fnitely by our action legally to organize, Passed,
The Report of the Commlittee on the Heldel.

borg Untechism.

The Committee on the Heidelberg Oatechism made
a report, of which the following 18 an abstract :—

The report starts out by giviog a hm? of Heidel-
berg, the seat of the Unlveraity founded by Rupert
I Jn the fourteenth century, and of Zacharlas
Ursiuug, who had been apro nted by Frederick [11
to compose a catechism which sheuld exhibit the
doctrines of Calvin, Luther's Catechlsm was sent
forth in 1629, Calvin’s in 1586, and the Heidelberg (n
1568, on the hasts of which the Zurich Catechlsm was
drawn up in 1689 far the Reformed Church of Ger-
many. In ita form the Heidelberg Catechism (8 sub-
jective, making the individunl who repeats its an-
swers to say continuallyj 1" and “me" and “we"
and *os." As Dr. Chalmers, in his “Institutes of
Theology,” admirably divides the whole sab-
ject-malter of Chrlstianity into *The Disease" and
“The Remedy, ' 80 does Lhis standard in with the
“Miscry of Man,” and having explained and ilius.
trated thig misery, proceeds Lo set before ILs learners
in all their beuuly and preclousness the Gospel pro-
vigions for “Man’s Dellverance.” It teaches clearly
the sovereignty of Almiguty God, and thatHe
E:nllers, defends, avd preserves His Choreh from the

ginuing o the ead of the worul,
* " * The Heldelberg Calechism expounds the
creed, it aMrms and maintains the doctrine of the
Trinity, it vindicates the divinity of our Lord Jesus
Christ, it defines the ofMice amd operatlons of the
Holy pirig, it deciares that the bellever 18 justified
only by falth in Jesus Christ, ib renounces any de.
pendence npon Baptism or the Lord’s Sapper as in
themselves saving ordinances, and, while explaining
and recommending the use of preaching and of dis-
clpline, it enjoins good works as exhibitions of real
grauvtude. Enforcing the authority and enlarging
upon the requirements of the decalogue, it teaches
also the eMceacy of sincere nup}:llcntlum while ex-
pounding the several petitions of the Lord's Prayer.

The report then specides the dllference between
it and the Westminater Catechism, and refers to the
fact that the Reformed Dutch and the late German
Iteformed Ohurches sanction both. It then states
that correspondence has been had with a yview to
testiug the ouestion as (o its general use, and on
this subject says:—

“On every hand your committee. has been en-
couraged 2 present for your sction the declaration
of our full confldence in this venerable eatechism,
Suggestions have also been made Lo its members
that it would nol be inappropriate also at this time
to add the Assembly's endorsement of other sym-
bols that derive thelr descent from the Heldelberg
Catechism, and exhibit with like fdelity the same
essential doctrines and dutics. These are especially
the Gallle Confession aud the Becond Helvetic Con-
fesslon. These and others of similar value, how-
ever, pot belug mentioned In the paper put nto its
hands Iu?' the last Assembly, your ¢ mmittee has not
felt at libertyto suggest uny resoutions with refe-
rence to thoem.”

The committee then refer at length to the proba-
bilities of a cloger uunlon with the Refornwed
Churches, and says:—

“But should we not live to see sach unions pro.
posed or consummated, if, in thé providence of
God, they remuln ever unsought, our beloved Ziog
will sufer no injury by placing upon ks reccrds the
simple statement of our confidence lu the substan-
tial agreement of our own with the doctrinsl stan-
dards of our companions (0 the great conftlet which
48 fellow goldiers we are now waiglug agalonst ovll
under the same glovions Captain of2salvation. The
enemies of the trath, whether they look upon us
from the side of 8 corrupted form of nomioal Chris-
tiapity or.from that of ratlonallsm and widelity,
must mark our nolon lo one lne of battie and be-
neath one banoper, and be shnmed Lo sllence In the
attempt to carp or cavil ut our supposed diferences
and divisions, _

“Belleviog, then, that no possicle evil can resalt
from placing upon vur records expressions of conf-
dence 1o reference to the standard of the Reformed
Churches in Americas, your committes respeotfully
recommends the following resolutions : —

“1., Resoloed, That this General Assembly recog-
nizes in the Heldelberg Catechism a valuable acrip.
nral colpendinm of Christian doctrine and daty,

The item was adopted

chfidren, they may 40 80 with the approbation of

YL Resoived, That this Assembly cordially rejolceg
ot the continued and Increasing evidences of agree-
ment and of union nmong those whoss symbols
maintain in common the faith once delivered to the
paints.”

PerroLEUM As Fuern.—Ever sinee the dis-
covery of petroleum, its utilization as a fuel,
especially for the generation of steam, has en-

| gaged the attention of engineers, and innnmera-

ble experiments bave becn made, but until
recently without practical results, None of the
methods that have been tried hitherto have pro-
duced the perfect combustion that s necessary
if the oil i& to be brought into general use as o

| fuel, and in the most promising experiments,

such as those carried on under the anspices of
the Navy Department, o deposit of solid carbon
resulted that speedily cloged up the tubes of the
It was the
general opinion among engineers, however, that
there wasg a way, and almost of necessity a very
simple one, for producing the perfect combus-
tion of the oil which would render its applica-
tion to eleam boilers safe and desirable. It is
believed that this method has now been dis-
covered and the great problem solved by the
invention of Messrs. Whipple & Dielkerson, by
which the petroleum is vaporized by means of
superbeated steam, and then burned in combi-
nation with superheated steam. In this way
the petroleum itself does not come jn
contact whih the flame, while by opeoing a
jet of highly heated steam into the vapor of the
oil a more perfect combustion and a more in-
tense heatare prodocad than by any other known
method. This invention has bees brought to
such a state of perfection that it can readlly be
applied to bollers of every descriptiou, and there
appears to be no reason why, in a large number
of instances at least, it should not bring petro-
levm into use for steam-generating purposes as
a subgtitute for conl and other fuels, For some
time past the apparatus of Messrs, Whipple &
Dickerson has bheen in practical operation at
the bollowware foundry of Barrows, Savery &
Co., Front and Reed streets, and yesterday it
was lpspected by a number of members of the
press and others interested. The saving in the
coet of fuel is estimated at from thirty to fifty
per cent., and it does the work in a much better
mauner than coal ever did. With the petroleum
it Is ensy to maintain o constant equal pressure
of gixty pounds of steam Fer gange, whereas
with coal the pressure could searcely ever be
raised above filty, and when heavy work was
being done it was nol possible to keep a

pressure of more than twenty-five or
thirty pounds wer gauge. The import-
ance keeping an  equal pressure

at all times will be apparent o all who use
steam in factories and mills, and as there 1s no
cleaning of fires or throwlng on fresh fuel, it Is
em's{y to regulate the apparatus so that a constant
and uniform heat is maintained withoat the
slightest ditficnlty. This invention seems Lo be
particularly applicable to locomotive engines,
and In order to make a practical test the Penn-
svlvania Central Rallroad has turned over oune
of its locomotives to Messrs. Whipple & Dicker-
son for the purpose of experiment. There are
doubtless many matters of detall with regard to
the application of this method of burning pe-
troleum that require to be perfeeted before it
can he brought into universal use, but the main
problem appears to be solved satisfactorily, and
the rest is but o question of time and logenuity.
